The R. C, M. P. report for the 
month of May was accepted 2am 
ordered filed.

O.M.P. is to be renewed for a two 
year term. 

National Housing was ordered filed 
and tn the meantime the secretary is 
to secure more information, The 
date for holding a poll on bylaws 421 
422 on June 22 was confirmed. Re- 
garding Rural Planning Act it was 
ordered tabled. The council decided 
to order a couple of smoke masks for 
the fire brigade. St;-Victor’s church 
has put in a new basement and the 
secretary was instructed to advise the 
church that fire regulations call for 
more than one exit.

At quite a few shipping points local 
Pool Elevators have been “plugged.” 
This created an unfortunate condition 
for Pool members there who want to 
deliver grain to their own facilities. 
In some instances Pool members have 
asked the question “Why advertise ask 
ing for patronage of Pool Elevators 
when there is no room in the Pool 
Elevators at our point?” 

} t should be remembered, however 
that there are 486 Alberta Wheat 
Pool country elevators and in many 
of these there is ample space for 
grain deliveries, Pool publicity is, 
therefore, directed. to the farm people 
surrounding such delivery points. 

Furthermore, a publicity program 
to be successful must be comprehen- 
sive and continuous. It is important 
that the farm people should be con- 
stantly reminded of the advantages of 
supporting the Alberta Wheat Pool, 

This organization has been largely 
instrumental in keeping down costs of 
handling grain. Its presence and 
strength in an important division of 
the economic life in this province has 
prevented a drift towards monopoly 
practices, Pool Elevators are operat- 


ed on a cost basis with excess earn- 
ings returned to Pool members, Nine- 
ty-five per cent of Alberta Pool earn- 
ings in the 1951-52 crop year went 
right back into the farmers’ pockets. 

Pool Elevator policies ‘are based on 
desires of working farmers and on ex- 
periences gained over many, many 
years of co-operative effort, {he 
democratic system under which the 
Wheat Pool is operated makes _ it : 
responsive to the aims and desires of

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Canada’s 
Population 
Increasing 


OTTAWA, — Canada’s population 
stood at 14,692,000 at March 1 this 
year, an increase of 68,000 over the 
previous three months ‘and‘a jump of 
376,000 compared with March 1 last 
year, the bureau of statistics report- 
ed, 

The December-March quarter us- 
ually shows a smaller gain than other 
quarters, The 68,000 figure compares 
with increases of 90,000 from Sept. 1 
to Dec. 1 last year, 104,000 from 
June 1 to Sept. 1, and 114,000 from 
March 1 to June 1, 

The latest estimate indicates a 
gain of 683,000 or 4.9 per cent. in the 
21 menths from June 1, 1951, the 
date of the last census which record- 
ed a popualtion of 14,009,000. 


BUTTER IN NINE 
CITIES IN CANADA 


Stocks of creamery butter in nine 
cities of Canada on May 21 totalled 
21,266,000 pounds as compared with 
13,535,000 at the same time a year 
ago. Holdings were as follows by 
cities, totals for the same date last 
year being.in.brackets—in thousands:

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Many Drivers 
Receive Penalties 
In Saskatchewan 


REGINA.—During May this year 
198 drivers had their licenses either 
revoked or suspended. This was more 
than double the figure for May, 1952. 

The penalties were imposed for a 
number of reasons. Driving after 
drinking cost 94 autoists their li- 
censes, Dangerous driving was pun- 
ished in 83 cases, Last May only 10 
were found guilty of this offence, 

Colored licenses were issued to 265 
motorists, After a first offence a 
driver’s license is taken away and a 
blue one substituted, For another of- 
fence within a year a red one is sub- 
stituted, If the red license is—violat- 
ed, the offender's license is, usually 
reyoked completely for a time. 
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Timber Wolf 
Population In 
Sask. Reduced } 


PRINCE ALBERT.—The days of 
the wily timber wolf in northern 
Saskatchewan aré numbered. 
According to Harold Read, north- 
ern game supervisor here, control 
programs carried out over the past 
two winters have sharply reduced the 
numbers of this ravenous predator, 
which destroys up to 50,000 caribou, 
deer, elk and moose annually in 
Saskatchewan, 

The past winter's program rang 
the’ death knell for 229 adult and 
an estimated 650 unborn timber 
wolves, compared to about 400 adult 
and unborn wolves destroyed last 
ear, 

Mr. Read said best kills this winter 
occurred in a “buffer zone” reaching 
from the 59th parallel in Saskatche- 
wan to the 61st parallel in the North- 
west Territories, an area of roughly 
40,000 square miles. Here, control 
measures were undertaken jointly by 
the provincial game branch and fed- 
eral Department of Resources and 
Development, 

Inside the zone, 51 bait sets de- 
stroyed 159 adult wolves (21 were 
found at one set). Further south, 
78 sets accounted for only 70. Put 
out last February, the baits consist- 
ed of caribou meat impregnated with 
strychnine. They were located on 
isolated lakes to avoid poisoning for- 
est-dwelling fur Pearers and were de- 
stroyed prior to “the spring ice 
breakup. ' 

Wolf carcasses were also disposed 
of, except where used as bait. Mr. 
Read reported that at one point, just 
inside the Territories boundary, an 
unusually large pack of wolves had 
cleaned up a bait set, plus a freshly 
killed caribou, and were starting to 
eat their less fortunate kin. “All we 
could do was saturate these carcasses 
with strychnine in the hopes of get- 
ting more wolves,” he said. 

The past winter's program pointed 
up some interesting facts: 1. Many 
Saskatchewan timber wolves come 
originally from the Territories, us- 
ually with migrating carihou. 2, Most 
effective bait sets were those along 
caribou routes. 3. A Saskatchewan- 
Territories buffer zone is the best 
way to keep timber wolves out of 
Saskatchewan, 

Mr. Read believed northern wolf 
control would continue “as long as 
the definite need for it exists,” He 
expected control measures would 
bring about a “sharp increase” in 
northern big. game, just as deer 
along Saskatchewan's forest fringe 
region have multiplied as a result of 
1080 coyote control,

Tired Driver 
Road Menace 


Expert Urges Stimulant 
Every Two Hours On Trip 

WASHINGTON. — A highway ex- 
pert said the drowsy driver may be a 
greater menace than the drunken 
driver. 

He offered some tips to help mo- 
torists stay awake—and stay alive. 

L, 8. Harris, executive director of 
the American Association of Motor 
Vehicle Administrators, said there 
were nearly three times as many fa- 
talities on country roads in 1952 as 
there were in city and village dis- 
tricts. , 

Tieing this in with highway fa- 
tigue, Harris said the farther a 
driver travels the more tired and less 
alert he becomes. He said an Army 
survey showed fatigue was a factor 
in nearly 37 per cent. of 348 high- 
way accidents involving non-military 
vehicles, 

The Army, he said, tried an ex- 
periment in 1946, making GI drivers 
stop every two hours for a cup of 
coffee.» The Army accident rate 
abruptly dropped 24 per cent. Harris 
recommends the Army formula for 
combatting tiredness, particularly 
during the summer season. 

It calls for: 

1, Keeping car windows open and 
breathing deeply. 

2. Drinking coffee or other bever- 
ages every two hours. 

3. If a driver becomes drowsy, he 
should stop the car, get out and flex 
his muscles by walking around. 

4. If possible, driver should be 
changed every four hours, 

_ 5. If not, a sleepy driver should 
pull off the highway and take a 
snooze. 

Harris said he was worried about 
the months ahead, unless people wake 
up and drive right. 

“When vacation time rolls around, 
the nation’s highways will be. crowd- 
ed, as usual—beyond the limits of 
safety,” he said. ‘These are the con- 
ditions that contributed to many of 
the 38,000 dead and 1,300,000 hurt in 
traffic accidents last year.” -

At the Beach 

The first time you get to a beach 
this summer be sure that the shal- 
low water part is safe, and do not go 
in unless there is an older person 
with you who can help you, and stay 
close to shore in waist-deep water. 

The first thing to do is to get into 
the water and get wet—all over, of 
course. Then get down: on your 
hands and knees and practice putting 
your head right under. Then try the 
breathing several times in a row. 
Blow: bubbles slowly then turn your 
head and grab a quick breath, turn 
your face back in and blow more 
bubbles, 


The Sleighride 

Face shore in waist-deep water, 
spread your feet, one in front of the 
other, crouch down until your chin 
is in the water. Now, put both arms 
straight out in front of you with the 
palms of your hands flat on the wa- 
ter. What do you know—your arms 
float! Push them down under water 
and soon they will float to the sur- 
face again. Well now that you are 
crouched down and hands out in 
front, hold your breath, put your face 
into the water, lean forward and 
push off the bottom, and you will 
slide through the water toward 
shore. Keep your arms. and legs 
straight and your head -down, with 
ears under. Look at the picture. You 
should do this Sleighride over and 
over again, 


How to Stand Up 

After a Sleighride you'll want to 
stand up—its easy— just (1) pull 
your knees in to your chest (2) push 
your arms down on the water—litke 
in the picture. You should practise 
this in waist-deep water with some- 
one in the water with you. But don’t 
try to touch bottom with your hands, 
and don’t lift your head ‘till your 
feet are on the bottom. 


Jelly Fish Float

This is tiny to do. In waist-deep 
water take a deep breath, bend down 
nd touch your toes, Hold this posi- 
jon and you will float with your 
back out of water. Swimmers some- 
times get cramps in their legs and 
the experts use the Jelly Fish Float 


position so their hands are free to 
massage the dramped muscles. It is 
also used when swimmers wish to 
get out of their clothing in an emer- 
gency. ) / 


Sand Crawling 

Here is how you can learn a simple 
leg kick. You must learn to use your 
very strong leg muscles before you 
do anything with your arms. So 
here we go Sand Crawling. Do a 
Sleigh Ride, then push yourself along 
by digging your toes into the sand— 
left foot then right foot--dig—push, 
dig—push. Soon you won't touch 
the bottom with your toes at all and 
your legs kicking up and down will 
move you forward towards shore. 
Keep that head in the water! Keep 
your arms straight out in front, 


Dog Paddle 

When you have your leg kick going 
pretty well, you can start to imitate 
a dog. Do a Sleigh Ride, then pull 
your left arm straight down — then 
your right, Keep your hands going 
as though you were digging in the 
sand, Reach well forward with each 
hand, If you can, watch a dog’s 
front paws to get the idea. Don't go 
too fast, take it easy. Keep trying. 
After you get the arms and legs 
working together pretty well, try 
turning your head to grab a breath. 
Remember to blow the air out under- - 
water. If this is too much to do all 
at once, hold your head up, but you 
can expect some mouthfuls because 
your head is heavy and keeps push- 
ing you under. Just remember it 
takes time to learn to do anything. 

Next week we will tell you how to 
go about floating and swimming on 
your back. Until then, keep practic- 
ing lesson one and lesson two. What- 
ever you do, don’t go into any water 
unless you ‘have someone with you 
who can help you in case“of trouble. 
It’s shallow water for you for a long 
time yet.
